LITTLE after sunset, the wind 
gentle from the west and the 
sea calm, Captain John Paul 

Jones, of the man-o’-war Ranger, sum- 
moned his crew and called for volun- 
teers. 

It was the soft evening of April 
22, 1778, an hour to remember now 
that celebrations are marking. the bi- 
centennial of the Captain’s birth on 
July 6. By the grace of God, he told 
his men that night, he and they be- 
fore dawn would humble the proudest 
isle on earth. 

Their frigate of 18 six-pound guns, 
disguised as an innocent merchant- 
man and unattend@ed by any other 
craft, he said, would prove to England 
and the world that England, boast as 
she might of a navy unsurpassed, 
could be invaded. 

To John Paul Jones, small and 
slender, dark cf face and eyes and 
hair. his own words must have had a 
brave sound. He'd kept them in his 
mind for months, while the Ranger 
was a-building, and on her first. voy- 
age across "he Atlantic, and all 
through this last day as she had taken 
shelter under the southern shore of 
scotiand. 

Now, as he spoke to the volun- 
teers, his secret was out. He meant 
to raid the massed British shipping at 
Whitehaven, on the northwest coast 
of England, and burn it. 

“My object,” he said later, “was 
to put an end to English burnings in 
America by making one good fire of 
shipping in England.” 

His object, seen today in retro- 
spect, was to do with one frigate 
what Philip II of Spain, Napoleon of 
France and Hitler of Germany at 
other times wanted to do, and de. 
spaired of—invade England. 

The Ranger, flying a Dutch pen- 
nant and an English Jack at the main 
topgallant masthead for disguise, was 
ready. Captain Jones, 31, still to make 
history with the Bonhomme Richard 
and become the “father of the navy,” 
was ready. But the crew, short of 
grop and discontented, wasn’t. Volun- 
teers stepped up slowly. 

Finally there were enough of them, 
their sullen faces lighting as they 
caught the Captain’s ardor. 

“I shall be the first ashore,” he 
said. “I shall be the last to leave.” 

Through the. night the plan took 
form. The Ranger stood-ever from 
the Scottish coast, with England 
ahead. Two pulling boats were made 
ready for lowering. In each there was 
a supply.of flint and tinder, and of 
pine faggots and torches. Every sailor 
had his pistol and his cutlass. 

Captain Jones was his own pilot. 
As a boy of 12, he'd first taken ship 
in these waters. He still knew towns 
folk in Whitehaven. His relatives 
were in Arbigland, 30 miles across 
the Solway. Old friends lived near by 
in Kirkcudbright, where he had re 
ceived his first command, the John. 

knew better than he that it 
was a strange homecoming, as the 
Ranger at midnight came on to 
Whitehaven 

Now the wind grew light and, as 
the Captain said later, “both the op.- 
posing tide and the considerable dis- 
tance to the shore, imperfectly esti. 
mated in the darkness, made the row. 
ing an unexpectedly arduous and long 
task.” 

The small boats from the Range 
didn't plop in toward Whitehaven’s 
outer pier until dawn began to break 

For an unprecedented invasion 
or, call it a desperate and audacious 
raid—the prospects were not good. 
Captain Jones had not foreseen that 
the last few hours before the foray 
might undo him. 

“I would not, however, abandon 
my enterprise,” he reported later. He 
dispatched one boat with combustibles 
to the north side of the harbor. He. 
in the other boat, led the landing 
party on the south side. 

Above him, dtmly, loomed White. 
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haven’'s fort It was his challenge. 
There in the thinning dawn it stood, 
a bulwark of England against a fiery 
eyed man of five feet seven, with 
only a small boatilaad of skeptical! 
volunteers back of him 

As the boat came into the beach. 
John Paul Jones was out first 

“Now, prove yourselves to me and 
to your country!” he cnied, and he ran 
for the fort For a moment, stirred 
by his daring, the others followed 
bravely 

They lacked ladders, but were not 
hindered. Captain Jones directed 
them. By mounting upon the shoul 
ders of the heaviest, strongest crew 
men, they poured through the em. 
brasures. Captain Jones was first. 

The sentinels—and all England for 
that matter—had not in _ wildest 
dream foreseen such a raid. So the 
sentinels were doving in a. guard 
room. Captain Jones’ men surged up- 
on them 

“We took the fort by storm,” the 
Captain reported afterward. “We 
spiked 36 cannon of the fort and bat. 


tery, and I advanced at length to the 
southern part of the harbor to burn 
all the ships there.” 

That was a hard moment for John 
Paul Jones. He didn’t forthwith burn 
all the ships there. In the full light 
of dawn, now, he stopped in his tracks 
and saw coming back toward him the 
boatload of sailors he'd dispatched to 
the: northern end of the harbor. He 
saw they'd left nothing afire behind 
them. 

“We were. alarmed,” one cried 
“There were noises,” said anot! 

“It was best to return,” a thi 
made quick to explain 

“T shall go on,” said Captain Jones 

“The day came on apace,” he later 
reported, “yet I would by no means 
retreat while any hope of success re 
mained,” 

He did god on. With a few lov: 
sailors, he reached the steerage o' 
large ship, the Thompson. They 
dled a fire. They poured on a bar): 
of tar. As they made their way back, 
the flames rose high. 

Around the ship were about 15 
others, side by side, aground. At the 
northern arm of the harbor ther 
were 70 more. But only the ‘Th 
son burned. 

Its fire, alone, was enough to sti 
the town’s populace. By now it 
efght o’clock in the morning. |! 
dreds began to converge upon +)! 
wharfs. 

The ‘Captain and his men 
their departure swiftly, Jones, 
to his word, last. to leave. They h. 
burned the massed shipping. [ut 
they’d invaded England. They'd mace 
the Captain’s point.

The litth Durant News, in Holmes County, 
was for sale, and she borrowed $3,000 to buy it. 
She worked out every cent of the debt, and Kept 
an eye on near-by. Lexington, the county seat. 

Four years ago, again with borrowed money, 
she bought the Lexington Advertiser, founded in 
1837, the third oldest newspaper in the state. 

At first, she was satisfied to run a conventional 
county seat weekly, with the headlines going to 
the Lexington Country Club costume party and 
the Garden Club’s annual flower show. 

The personals were homey and trivial, pre- 
cisely the kind that a good week!y editor Knows 
can't help but appeal. - There were items such 
as, “Mrs. Sam Hutton extended hospitality to the 
faculty of Tchula High Schoo! Thursday afternoon 
with a Drop In party. Delicious refreshments of 
congealed fruit salad, crackers, sandwiches, and 
cookies were served.” 


VEN the Classified Ads were readable, too. For 

they had the flavor of the region. There were 
offers such as this: “For sale: Wild winter peas, 
double cleaned.” ‘There were warnings such as 
this: “Posted: Against hunting and hogs without 
rings. All of my land in the county.” 

There wasn’t much in the Advertiser’s columns 
to indicate that besides the commonplace goings- 
on in Holmes County there was a deepening con-

tempt for law and a rising tide of violence 

As Miss Hazel began to be aware of this, she 
put the news of jt into the pape: The outside 
left column of the front page has a standing head- 
line: “Through Hazel Eyes.” Beneath that, under 
her own name, Miss Hazel each week writes her 
reports of local affairs and her reactions 

She opened up mildly against the forces which 
She later was going to blast. 

“Slot machines running on the premises at 
the time of the raids were not molested by the 
county officers making the raids,” she wrote, in 
reporting routine sheriffs work “The sheriff 
in making the return did not certify whether 
gambling devices were found even though there 
is a specific place on the search warrant for this. 

“There is evidently a loose connection some- 
where that needs tightening up.” 


AFTER that, she struck, week after week, 

against the fatlure of officials to seize siot ma- 
chines and agaist the increase in bootlegging. 

“Today we have one joint after another lining 
the highways going in and out of every town in 
the county,” she declared: “Slot° machines are 
seen in practically all of them. Drinking, drunk- 
enness, cursing, fighting goes on. 

“The places are full of lawlessness’and corrup- 
tion, and not fit, even safe, for sober people 

“There are plenty of people in Holmes County 
who enjoy a drink, but, like the writer, feel that 
such places should not remain a challenge to 
everything decent.” 

Although whiskey is illegal in Holmes County, 
dealers report Sales of it to the State of Mis- 
sissippi and the state collects what is called a 
Black Market Tax. 

“This doesn’t make sense,” Miss Hazel ex- 
plains. “It’s just the fact.” 

To prove it, she printed itemized statements 
showing sales and tax, with a story saying: 

“Holmes County whiskey dealers and bootleg- 
gers sold $241,888 worth of whiskey (wholesale 
price) during the last nine months. according to 
records in the State Tax Collector's office.” 

The liquor was distributed to the manifold 
little joints which Miss Hazel repeatedly pointed 
out were breeding crime. 

“There are broken homes and broken hearts 
today in Holmes County because joints like these 
are allowed to operate,” she wrote. Then she put 
enforcement up to Sheriff Walter Murtagh 

“This combined racket of whiskey and gam- 
bling could be stopped by the sheriff if enough 
pressure were brought to bear. ‘There is no place 
in the state where the law is flaunted more 
openly than here in Holmes County 

“Conditions are growing worse. ‘They will be 


no better until an aroused citizenry acts.” 


Y THIS time, the racketeers were muttering be- 

hind drawn shades. Miss Hazel was going too 
far. She'd have to be taken care of. 

Not much in Holmes County escaped Miss 
Hazel, including this. In her column, she snapped: 

“T should hke to warn those persons respon- 
sible for rumors that you better watch your step. 
You who are trying to impugn my motives don't 
amount to anything, anyway. I'm no lily-white 
reformer, but the people of Holmes County don't 
want organized crime here.” 

Still, when tKe spring grand jury convened a 
year ago, it stayed in session only six hours and 
ignored organized crime. 

Mis Hazel stepped into her little car, with the 
trusted Negro youth who drives her everywhere, 
and she took a ride as effective as Paul Revere s. 
Up and down Holmes County, the dust rolled out 
behind her. The people heard her chalieng:

By Fiap- 

ping Their Wings at the Entronce, 

Bees Keep the Interior of Their Home 
and Storehouse Cool. 


HY do the bees dance, when 

they bring the nectar and 

pollen of blossoms to then 
home hive? Science has found the 
answer, and it turns out to be of im 
mense use to man. 

By her Terpsichorean movements 
the busy working bee “speaks” to 
her fellow working females Hier 
message is simply this, “Come and 
smell me, all of you. I tound some 
flowers that contain nectar and pol 
len, which I’ve brought back for ou 
use. Why don't you fly to the same 
flowers?” 

The other bees wing away in 
search of the source of that odor. 

The interests of. bees and men 
happen to be the same; honey, wax, 
pollination and fertilization of plants. 

Thus the scientific study of the 
dance language of the bees, first 
made by ingenious methods by Prof 
Karl.von Frisch of the University of 
Munich, has great practical value. 

For example, Dr Rudolf G. 
schmieder, of the University. of 
Pennsylvania,. Philadelphia, tricks 
the bees into visiting blossoms fo! 
which they do not seem to have an 
inborn liking In one trial, he placed 
a cardboard perfumed by a scented 
oll near a hive. He fed a few bees of 
this colony on a_e sweet. solution 
placed on the cardboard. When they 
returned to the comb and performed 
their ballet, ofher bees flew out to 
the source of the oil smell. 

The bees could be sent to any 
flower whose odor had been added to 
the dish of svrup on which a few of 
them had been fed. At certain times 
hees have to be fed-.on Special food, 
consisting of pollen soybean flour 
and some yeast

‘The queen's favorite men servants watched 
furtively while the chief steward ordered ‘that 
certain special wines be brought from storage. 

Ail of the 23 chosen for the Sacrifice knew only 
too well the purpose of that wine. They were to 
he stupefied with it so-'there would be no last min 
ute objections to being buried alive. 

In this instance some special sedative potion 
may have been added, since King Djer is reported 
to have written a number of medical treatises in 
dicating that he was a physician and his son un 
doubtedly Knew some of that medical lore 

The cruelty of this ceremony seems to have 
been principally mental, although in Nubia, at a 
much later date, there is evidente that human 
sacrifices at a royal funeral had their heads 
bashed in by clubs. 

According to the tradition of the First. Dynasty, 
the queen was buried in a deep red wooden cottin, 
surrounded with jugs of beer and wine and sup 
plies of food Her favorite furniture, cosmetic 
equipment and jewelry were buried with he 

Since historians have left no record of an 
actual burial like that of Queen Mer-Neith, it has 
been assumed that the insensible attendants were 
carried into the tomb after the queen's body lay 
in state ; 

Artist Jules Gotlieb, after-considerable research 
on the subject has worked out an imaginative 
illustration of that burial chamber based on 
meager existing information of First Dynasty 
funerals. 

At this period in Egyptian history the art of 
embalming was in its infancy and only simple 
preservatives would be applied to the body of the 
queen. The attendants probably were not em.- 
balmed.

ing 334 graves. These are believed to have 
included all of his royal harem and many of his 
court offictfals. 

Indications are that the savage practice of live 
burials started in the pre-dynastic period in Egypt, 

fore there were any kings. . In those days the 
ustom applied particularly to the chieftains ol 
small districts, but probably never applied to per- 
sons of lesser importance. 

Since the Egyptians weren't by nature a blood. 
thirsty people human sacrifice apparently became 
repugnant to. them near the end of the First 
Dynasty, as civilization advanced. 

For a time after that wax figures were used 
as dummies for the re-enactment of the sacrificial! 
ceremony. 

Then small wooden and stone figures repre- 
senting the servants were placed in the tombs, 
with the idea that they would be brought to life 

to perform their duties. 

Wall paintings of human sacrifices ap- 

‘ar in tombs long after the custom had 

abandoned. Other murals showing 

hunting, fishing, harvesting and 

. aculvities supplemented the fig 

rines in the graves, since it apparently was 

believed that a painting of work being done 
was the equivalent of its accomplishment 

Disappearance of human Sacrifice in Egynt 
didn’t signifv its discontinuance elsewhere 
among -early civilizations, however. 

As late as the fifth century A.D., Attila 
the Hun, is reported to have gone to his mag 

ificent grave accompanied by a host of sol. 
diers with their horses and, perhaps, by the 
bride beheved to have stabbed him to death 
on their wedding night. 

Recent excavations of some Maya burials 
near Guatemala City disclose that these 
highly cultured early Americans. buried 
Slaves with their masters, too. 

The attendants of Queen Mer-Neith ap 
itly were entombed with the materials they 

wid need to serve their mistress in eternity.

High blood pressure, the leading 
eause of death in America, takes the 
lives of two to three times as many 
people as does its nearest contender, 
cancer. It causes, either wholly or 
partly, such diseases as kidney, heart, 
blood vessel, or cardiovascular-renal. 

It performs a slow, cunning 
squeeze play, causing countless little 
arterioles to constrict. This constric- 
tion reduces the capacity of the cir- 
culatory and increases pres- 
sure within the vessels. As the arte- 
rioles constrict more and more, the 
pressure higher and higher 
until something bursts

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Often the delicate capillaries of the 
brain break, causing cerebral hemor- 
rhage, stroke, apoplexy, caronary 
thrombosis, or occlusion accompanied 
by the pain of angina pectoris. 

The Smithwick surgery is carried 
out in two stages, about 10 days apart. 
One stage is for removing nerves on 
the right side —the other on the left 
side of a chain of nerves and ganglia 
that are located along either side of 
the spine from the neck to the*spinal 
base. 

A long incision the shape of:a flat- 
tened letter S is made from a point 
near the shoulder blade down ‘to the 
small of the back. Parts of two ribs 
are removed. 

Because the kidney and adrenal 
gland may be involved as a con 
tributing factor to .the high blood 
pressure, the surgeon inspects them 
carefully. He snips off a small piece 
of kidney for microscopic examina- 
tion and checks the gland for signs 
of a tumor. ge 

Then, gently, he pushes away the 
lung from the back wall of the: chest, 
using his rubber-gloved hand without 
instrument to avoid puncturing the 
delicate pleura. .This exposes the 
delicate nerve chain. It lies abotit one 
inch from the spinal column and -is

Dr. Smithwick has removed the 
high-tension nerves from thousands 
of patients up to 57 years. 

The average age of these people 
is 37 years, although some have been 
as young as 16-—a reminder of the 
early age that hypertension strikes. 

The operative mortality rate has 
been 2.8 per cent, considered low for 
such an extensive procedure. 

Seventy-nine per cent have shown 
a fall in blood pressure and a marked 
relief from their symptoms. Dr. 
Smithwick believes that the life ex- 
pectancy of these patients has been 
definitely increased. g 

Patients must expect to make a 
few sacrifices when the sympathetic 
nerves are removed, for, naturally, 
they perform certain duties. 

For instance, legs and other de- 
nervative areas will no longer sweat. 

Consequently, patients must wear 
elastic stockings and snug abdominal] 
girdles to prevent*too much blood 
from settling in the relaxed blood ves- 
sels of the lower part of the body. 

The body makes adjustments after 
a while to keep the circulation in 
better balance. 

Scientists, naturally, want to de- 
velop medicinal treatments which 
might take the place of surgical 
therapy. The High Blood Pressure 
Research Foundation, under the di- 
rection of Dr. Irvine Page, at the 
Crile Clinic, Cleveland, is one of 
the public supported organizations 
trying to achieve this goal.

“Give me yon flambeau,” her 
Ladyship commanded, pointing to a 
torch, made of waxed wicks and rest- 
ing in a wall bracket.

Then she blessed the acres, 
pronounced a curse on anyone who 
might break her husband’s promise 
and died. 

In her celebrated curse, she said 
that if on any Day of the Anngincia- 
tion (March 25), known as “Lady's 
Day,” the produce. of the 23 acres, or 
its equivalent, should fail to be given 
to the poor, then the next Tiehborne 
generation would be seven males and 
the following -one, seven, females, 
after which the ‘Tichborne name 
would become extinct; the house fall. 

Sir Roger faithfully kept his 
promise as did his descendents but 
alas, word Of the charity; spread far 
and wide, causing “thieves,*‘ cut- 
purses, robbers, sturdy beggars and 
other unworthy persons” to assemble 
in such numbers as to become a 
blight on the community. That 
caused the local authorities to put a 
stop to the Tichborne Dole. 

It was not the famiby’s fault but 
the “curse” fell just the same. Half 
of the Manor House blew down that 
year and the other half had to be 
demolished. Then came the genera- 
tion of seven sons. 

Of these all died without male is- 
sue though leaving, in all, seven 
daughters. Dead was the Tichborne 
name, to be found only on grave- 
stones. Adding to the calamity, the 
estate had to spend many thousand 
pounds proving that a male claimant 
was an imposter. 

Such was the consternation that 
the dole was restored and also the 
family name renewed for the son of 
the oldest of the seven females, by 
edict of the Crown. 

This year, when Sir Anthony asked 
for a special issue of 14,000 bread 
units, to carry out the dole, Mr. 
Strachey denied the request. Shortly 
afterwards,-without giving reason, the 
Food Minister reversed himself. 

Annoyed by the’ publicity § his 
change of heart brought him, he 
withdrew his permission, announcing 
that dole could not go on. 

That brought a flood of ration 
coupons from sympathizers all over 
England, but Mr. Strachey said it 
wasn't legal to accept such coupons. 

After a personal appeal from the 
villagers. on the ‘Tichborne estate, 
Mr. Strachey changed his mind again 
and accepted the donated coupons, 
only to discover that half of them 
were useless, being out of date. 

In desperation, the villagers got 
up a last minute petition, in which 
they said: 

“Sir Anthony and Lady Tichborne 
have two daughters and no son, so 
that the family is well on the way to 
seeirnige the’curse, operate. Please be 
kind. We can assure you that if you 
help them carry out the terms of the 
charity as usual, their next child will 
be a son, and thus remove all chance 
of the curse taking effect in this gen 
eration.” 

There were also so many other 
last minute appeals that the Food 
Minister waived all objections and 
permitted the coupons to be issued.

HE theme of this story is “you can never tell 
what a woman wil! do next,” and it will be

Her Wings.” It has to do with the formative 
years of pretty Louisiana girl, daughter of a 
convict, who possessed so much helpless charm 
that nobody could believe she was light-fingered.

AS a girl, she lived with a married sister in 


shreveport-——-papa being in jail—but, proving an 
expensive married a young salesman 
named Harry Bosley, and honeymooned with him 
in a boarding house.

the heart to prosecute her 

Bosley, however, decided he’d had enough, so 
they ‘parted company and she headed north, 
intending to seek a position as a lady’s companion. 
The year was 1902.

Louise said she intended to study music and 
culture in the “Athens of America,” and her 
motherly friend recommended a teacher named 
Mabel Bennett. 

Arriving in Boston, Louise called on Miss Ben- 
nett, who liked her so much that she recom- 
mended her, as a boarder, to a family living.in 
the same neighborhood, Jamaica Plain. 

This family, whom we will call the Beacons, 
consisted of a widow and her schoolteacher 
daughter. They were ultra-proper and respectable, 
and they were attracted to Louise from the start. 

Louise paid board for a few weeks, then 
stopped, explaining that a rich aunt had refused 
to send her any more pin money. The Beacons 
assured her that would be all right; they were 
delighted to have such a.gay, well-behaved young 
gir] around the house. So she stayed and picked 
up culture—-and other things—quite rapidly. On 
her 19th birthday, Mrs. Beacon gave her a party 
at which she played the piano and sang. 

Then a maid.in the house reported the dis- 
appearance of a $10 bill, and a neighbor announced 
that her diamond rings had been stolen. 

Other victims made similar reports to the 
police, who investigated and exposed the girl as the 
Louise Bosley of previous record. ‘The Beacons 
were horrified, but Louise, exhibiting no trace of 
remorse or conscience, actually laughed in their 
faces. 

As no one cared to prosecute, her progress was 
unimpeded. She left Boston for parts unknown. 


Part II of Louise's story reveals the fledgling 
full career aS a bird of prey.

G HE becan to move in with her five-year-old 
daughter on’ May 26, before Denton had a 
chance to move out himself, her first task being 
to take an inventory of the furnishings, assisted by 
Denton’s niece, Mrs. Oda Aument. 


Meanwhile. Mrs. Peete. estranged wife of 
Richard Pete, a Denver, Col., salesman, had in- 
vited a friend, Mrs. Ida L. Gregory, assistant to 
Denver's Juvenile Court Judge Ben Lindsey, to 
spend the summer with her in the mansion on 
South Catalina ave. Mrs. Gregory, who was in 
Los Angeles at the time, expected to move in with 
her own daughter on June 1 

However, Mrs. Gregory had to postpone her 
moving day, for Mrs. Peete phoned her that the 
inventory had not yet been completed, and that 
Mr. Denton had not yet finished packing. 

Also, he'd been worried about a telephone call, 
and had to delay his trip east. 

“Make it the 2d,” she suggested. “In the 
afternoon. By that time, he'll be gone.” 

When Mrs. Gregory arrived on the 2d, Denton 
was, as the new occupant had said, gone. 

Early that June, Mrs. Peete hired a gardener, 
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H. L. Heitzman, to cart a load of dirt into the 
basement of the house. 

Later that month, she inquired of an insurance 
man, L. R. Orkins, where she could buy some 
cement. She explained that Mr. Denton, still 
deeply distressed by the death of his wife. wished 
some of Mrs. Denton’s possessions buried 

Weeks passed, and nobody heard trom Denton 

Friends of his made queries at the South 
Catalina ave. house, and Mrs. 
that he had been in an accident’ Which had 
necessitated the amputation of his right arm. 

“That’s why nobody has received any letters,” 
she said. “He can’t write any letters.” 

On Aug. 2, Harry Woods, a 
friend of Denton, wrote a cousin 
at Oatman, Ariz 

“Mr. Denton has met with an 
accident, incurring the loss of his 
right arm. He turned over your 
rental checks to Mrs..L. L. Peete, 
who is in charge of his place in 
Los Angeles, but could not en- 
dorse same. Please make out new 
checks to Mrs. L. L. Peete and 
I will be responsible.” 

An investigator from the dis- 
trict attorney's office, Charles 
Jones, called on Mrs. Peete and 
Said that a daughter of Denton, 
16-year-old Frances Denton, then 
living in Phoenix, Ariz., had 
written to say that she had not 
heard from her father and wanted 
to know where she could reach him. 

“I do not have Mr. Denton’s present address,’ 
she replied. 

He asked her about two of Denton’s checks 
which she had cashed—-+one for $400, the other 
for $300. ‘She explained that she had helped him 
write checks after he injured his arm. 

He{ sugested that she turn over Denton’'s 
papers Avery, a local lawyer who had 
handled much of Denton’s legal work. 

“I'll be very happy to,” she _ said. 

During August, Mrs. Peete. visited Bullock’s 
department store and bought two dresses costing 
$195 and $95, respectively. She represented her- 
self as Mrs. Denton and charged them to Denton. 

In September, she returned to Denver, and 
another tenant moved into the house 

On Sept. 23, Attorney Rush Blodgett, at the 
behest of the law firm of Hay & Allee, of Phoenix, 
went to the house with a private detective 

They. proceeded to the basement, where they 
noticed that a cubicle under the stairs had been 
crudely nailed shut. The two dragged away a 
large empty phonograph packing case, pried open 
the door, and found a pile of dirt.

In this dirt they found Jacob Denton’s body. 

He had been shot and strangled, his body had 
been tied with innumerable strands of cord, then 
swathed in a bed quilt

In Los Angeles,. Mrs. Peete asserted she did not 
believe the body found in the basement had been 
that of Jacob Denton at all She advanced the 
theory that this was’ Someone Denton had slain, 
and that Denton had vanished to escape. the 
consequences otf his crime 

Held on a charge of wilful murder and indicted, 
Mrs. Peete went on trial early in January, 1921. 
Not caring to be questioned about her past life, 
she did not take the stand in her own defense. 

At any rate, the trial ended in a verdict of 
guilty and a sentence of life imprisonment. 

She vanished from the stage of events and 
entered San Quentin Prison. When the California 
Institution for Women was opened at Tehachapi 
in 1936, she was transferred to that prison. 

Peete, meanwhile, had withdrawn a suit for a 
divorcee after her arrest, but sued anew the next 
year. The convicted killer was quoted as saying 
that she wanted him to have his freedom so that 
he could marry agajp. 

Part III begins in 1939 with Louise’s release 
from prison on parole, after serving 18 years. 

In prison, Louise had behaved herself, worked

Peete explained: 


at times as a dental laboratory assistant, done 
various sewing jobs, written for the prison paper, 
and tended the flower garden. 

Louise went from prison to a housekeeping 
job in the Santa Monica home of Mrs. Margaret 
Logan, an elderly real estate agent who had been 
one of her parole sponsors. 

The only other occupant of the house was 
Mrs. Logan’s husband, Arthur, 64, who had been 
adjudged insane and paroled in the custody of his 
wife.* His income was more than sufficient. to 
care for the family’s finances. 

Loulge now went by the name “Anna Leigh.” 
No one in the neighborhood Knew her past. .Each 
month, Mrs. Logan filled out a 
secret report to the parole board. 
Invariably she had only good 
things to say about the bene. 
ficiary of her intercession. Louise, 
She said, was doing fine. 

In May, 1944, Louise married 
Leo Borden Judson, a bank mes- 
senger three years her senior, 
but Kept the matter secret. 

On June 2, 1944, Mrs. Logan 
vanished. 

“She's gone away ona trip,” 
Louise explained to Judson. 

A few days later, Judson came 
upon a stained throw rug in the 
cellar. He brought it upstairs 
and showed it to Louise, saying, 
“Didn't this used to be in the 
living room?” 

She took it from him rather hastily. “That's 
right. It needs cleaning. I had a nose bleed.” 

Another day, he noticed she was wearing one 
of*Mrs. Logan’s dresses, “Isn't that dress—” 

“Mrs. Logan gave it to me,” she cut in. 

Several more days passed. Then Judson saw 
that a picture had been shifted to a new spot on 
the living room wall. He removed it—and saw a 
small hole in the wall. 

“Put that picture back!” 

Judson jumped. He hadn't heard Louise enter. 

“This hole he began. 

“Hadn't you noticed it before?” 

He shook his head. “Looks like a bullet hole.’ 

“It is a bullet hole.” 

Judson gave another jump. “What?” 

“Mrs. Logan doesn’t want anyone to know 
about. it, but—” she lowered her voice——“that 
crazy husband of hers took a shot at her the 
other day. We'll have to get rid of him.” 

“Get rid...What do you mean?” 

“He'll have to be put away— soon.” ’ 

Soon Mrs. Logan’s neighbors began to wonde: 
what had happened to her. Louise explained to 
them that she had been disfigured‘ by her husband 

during a rage and had gone into retire 
ment. 

Later the plump parolee appeared at 
the psychopathic ward of the Los Angeles 
(;eneral Hospital, accompanied by Logan. 
She stated that she was a foster sister, and 
asked that he be committed to a state 
asyium. Her request was granted. 

That fall, Louise had a retaining wall 
built in the backyard. She cautioned the 
workmen not to disturb the flower bed 

Arthur Logan died within a few weeks, 
on Dec. 6,.and the asylum authorities sent 

telegram to the Logan home A lette) 
‘in acknowledgment, signed “Logan,” aske 
that the body be turned over to a medica! 
school: 

Another letter, similarly signed, asked that the 
asvium fill out a certificate of death “so that I 
collect my husband’s $2,500 insurance 

Presently the insurance company found a 
discrepancy in signatures, and requested an in 
vestigation. Thus the police came to know the 
true identity of the woman in the Logan home.

© ky evening a.week before Christmas, dete 

tives from the district attorney’s and sheriff's 
offices descended on the house, and within an 
hour uncovered a body under the flower bed. 

Mrs. Logan had been shot but the wound had 
not been fatal. Death had been caused by blows 
which crushed the back of her head. 

At headquarters, where Louise was held under 
Suspicion of murder and, her new husband, Jud- 
son, aS a material witness, the erstwhile lifer 
admitted that she had buried the body but denied 
that she had committed the killing, 

She insisted that Logan had slain his wife in a 
homicidal frenzy, and that she had coveted up 
the crime because she feared being suspected 

Once again she was indicted, tried and con- 
victed, only this time she was sentenced to death. 
(Judson, meanwhile, had been exonerated, and 
had given expression to his own feelings by 
jumping to his death from a 12-story building.) 

Louise Peete finally settled her debt to society, 
with all its compound interest, on April 11 in 


California’s gas chamber at San Quentin. 


The night before her execution she ate fried 
chicken, shoestring potatoes, avocado salad, pump- 
kin pie, coffee and hot chocolate. At bedtime 
she drank a glass of buttermilk. 

She slept fitfully, but without sedatives. 

She drank only a cup of coffee for her last 
breakfast.
